WASHISSTOX, December 5.—The an- 


nual message of the president was 
read in both houses of congress to-day. 
In p»rt,Mr. McKinley said: 


To the Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives;—At 
the threshold 
of 


your deiibe.ations you are called 
to mourn with your countrymen the 
death of Vice President Hobttrt, who 
passed Irom this lile on the morning of 
November 21, last. He has been re- 
moved Irom the high office which he 
honored and dignified, but his lofty 
character, his devotion to duty, hu> 
honesty of purpose and noble virtues 
remain with us as a priceless legacy 
and example. 


The i?iiiy-sixth congress convenes in 


its first regular session with the coun- 
try in a couaiuon of unusual prosperi- 
' ty, ol universal good will among tne 
people at home and in relations of 
peace and friendship with every gov- 
ernment of the world. 
Our lorcign 


commerce has shown great increase m 
volume and value. The combined im- 
porls and exports for the year are the 
largest ever shown by a single year in 
all our history. Exports ol agricultur- 
al products were S7»4,776,142. Of man- 
ufactured products we exported in 
value, $339,593,146. It is a noteworthy 
l»et that tne only years in all our his- 
tory when the products oi our manu- 
factories sold abroad exceeded those 
bought abroad were 1868 and 1899. 


Government receipts Irom all sources 


for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1899, 
aggregated 8610,983,004.35. 
JAjr the 


fiscal year the expenditures were 8700,- 
093,564.03, leaving a deficit ol 839,111,- 
559.67. 


The secretary of the treasury esti- 


mates that me receipts for the current 
fiscal year will aggregate 8640,953,112, 
and upon the baais ol present appro- 
priations vne expemiitures will aggre- 
gate 8600,958,113, leaving a surplus, ol 
840,000,000. 


Jn its early history the national 


banking act seemed to prove a reason- 
able avenue thiough which needful 
additions to .he circulation could from 
time to time be made. Changing con- 
ditions have apparently rendered it 
now inoperative to that end. The 
nigh margin in bond securities requir- 
ed, or tne tax on note issues, or uoth 
operating together,appear to be the in- 
fluences wnien impair ite> public utility. 


The attention ol congress is respect- 


fully invited to tnis important matter 
with the view ol ascertaining whether 
or not such reasonable modification can 
be made in the national banking act 
as will render its service more respon- 
sive to the people's needs. 
I again 


urge that the national banks be au- 
inurized to organize with a capital ol 
835,000. 


1 urgently recommend that to sup- 


port toe existing gold standard, and to 
maintain "thepaiity in value of the 
coins of the tvvo meials (gold and sil- 
ver) and the equal power of every dol- 
lar at all times in the market and in 
the pajmentof aebts," the secretary ol 
the treasury be given additional power 
and charged with tne duty to sell 
United states bonds and to employ 
sucn other effective means as may be 
necessary to these ends. The authori- 
ty should provide for a rate ol interest 
lower than that "fixed by the act of 
January 14,1875. While there is no 
commercial Iright which withdraws 
gold from the government, the very 
situation pointi to the present as toe 
most fitting time to make adequate 
provisions to insure the continuance of 
the gold standard and of public confi- 
dence in the ability and purpose of the 
government to meet all its obligations 
in the money which the civilized world 
recognizes as the best. 


We are maintaining the parity of all 


the money issued or coined by author- 
ity ol the government. We are doing 
these things with the means at haod. 
Happily,at the present time we are not 
compelled to resort to loans to supply 
gold. It may have to be done in the 
luture. It MUOOVCS us, therefore, to 
orovide at once the best means to meet 
the emergency when it arises and the 
best meaus are those which are the 
most certain and economical. We have 
already eliminated one of the causes of 
our financial plight and embarrass- 
ment during the years 1393, 1894, 1395 
and 1896. Our receipts now equal our 
expenditures; deficient revenues no 
longer create alarm. Let us remove 
the only remaining causes by confer- 
ring the lull and necessary power on the 
secretary of the treasury and impose 
upon him the duty to uphold the pres- 
eut gold standard and preserve the 
coins ol the two metals on a parity 
•nith each other, which is the repeated- 
ly declared policy of the United States. 


In this eonneciion, I repeat my for- 


mer recommendations that a portion 
of the goid holdings shall be placed in 
a trust fund, Irom which greenbacks 
shall be redeemed upon presentation, 
but, when once redeemed, shall not 
thereafter be paid out except for gold. 


The value ol an American merchant 


marine to the extension of our com- 
mercial trade and the strengthening of 
our power upon the sea, invites the 
immediate action of the congress. Our 
national development will be one- 
bided and unsatisfactory as long as the 
remarkable growth of our inland in- 
dustries remains unaccompanied by 
progress on the seas. 
Last year American vessels trans- 


ported a smaller share of our exports 
and imports than during any former 
year in all history, and the measure of 
our dependence upon foreign shipping 
•was painfully manifested by our peo- 
ple. 
Without any choice of our own, 


but from necessity, the departments 
of the government charged with mili- 
tary and naval operations in the East 
and West Indies had to obtain from 
foreign flags merchant vessels essen- 
tial for those operations. 


Combinations of capital organized 


into trusts to control the conditions of 
trade among our citizens, to stine com- 
petition, limit production and deter- 
mine the prices of products used and hospitals, i 
consumed" by the people, are justly destitute. 
provoking public discussion and should 
early claim the attention of congress 


The industrial commission, created 


by the act ol congress of June 13, 1398, 
has been engaged in extended hear- 
ings upon the disputed questions in- 
volved in the subject of combinations 
in restraint of trade and competition. 
They have not yet completed their in- 
vestigation of this subject and the 
conclusions and recommendations at 
which they may arrive are undeter- 
mined. 
There must be a remedy for the 


evils involved in such organizations. 
If the present law can be extended 
more certainly to control or check 
these monopolies or trusts, it should 
be done without delay. 
Whatever 


power the congress possesses over this 
most important subject 
should be 


promptly ascertained and asserted. 


The whole question is so important 


and far reaching that, I am sure, no 
part ol it will be lightly considered, 
but every phass of it will have the 
studied deliberation of the congress, 
resulting in wise and judicious action. 


A review of our relations with for- 


eign states is presented, with such .rec- 
ommendations as are deemed appropri- 
ate.The Nicaragua canal commission, 
which had been engaged upon the 
work of examination and survey for a 
ship canal route across Nicaragua,hav- 
ing completed its labors and made its 
report, WM dissolved on May 31 and 
BO June 14 » new commission known

as the Isthmian canal commission was 
organized under the terms of the act 
approved v arch 3, 1899, for the pur- 
pose of examining the American isth- 
mus with a view to determining1 the 
most pi-acticahle and feasible route for 
a ship canal across that isthmus, with 
its probable cost and 
other-essential 


details. 
This commission, under the presi- 


dency of Rear Admiral John 6. Walk- 
er, United States navy (retired), enter- 
ed promptly upon the work intrusted 
to it and is now carrying on examina- 
tions. The work will be prosecuted as 
expeditiously as possible and a report 
made at the "earliest practicable date. 


Important events have occurred in the 


Samoan islands. The election, accord- 
ing to the laws and customs of Samoa, 
of a successor to the late king, Malie- 
toa Laupepa, developed a contest as to 
the validity of the result, which issue 
was to be decided by the chief justice 
Upon his rendering a judgment in fa- 
vor of Malietoa Tanu, the rival chief, 
Mataafa.took up arms. The active in- 
tervention of American and British 
warships became imperative to restore 
order. In this emergency a joint com- 
mission of representatives 
of 
the 


United States, Germany and Great 
Britain was sent to Samoa to investi- 
gate the situation and provide a tem- 
porary remedy. 


Our views commended themselves to 


the other powers. Satisfactory ar- 
rangement was concluded between the 
governments of Germany and Eng- 
land, by virtue of which England re- 
tired from Samoa and bo^h powers re- 
nounced in favor of the United States 
all their rights and claims over and in 
respect to the portion of the group 
lying to the east of the 171st degree of 
•.vest longitude, embracing the island 
of Tutuila, Ofoo, Olobenga and Manua. 


My annual message last year was 


necessarily devoted in great part to 
the consideration of the Spanish war 
and of the results it wrought and the 
conditions it imposed for the future. 
I am gratified to announce that the 
treaty of peace has restored friendly 
relations between the two powers 
Effect has been given to its mnst im- 
portant provisions. The evacuation of 
Porto Eieo having already been accom- 
plished on November IS, 1898, nothing 
remained necessary there but to con- 
tinue the provisional military control 
of the island until congress shall enact 
a suitable government for the control 
of the ceded territory. 


The withdrawal of the authority of 


Spain from the island of Cuba was ef- 
fected by the 1st of January, so that 
the full re-establishment of peace found 
the relinquished territory held by us 
in trust for the inhabitants, maintain- 
ing, under the direction of the execu- 
tive, such government and control 
therein as should conserve public or 
der, restore the productive conditions 
of peace so long disturbed by the in 
stability and disorder which prevailed 
for the greater part of the preceding 
three decades and build up that tran- 
quil development of the domestic state, 
whereby alone can be realized the high 
purpose, as proclaimed in the joint res- 
olution adopted by the congress on the 
19th 
of April,189S,by which the United 


States disclaimed any disposition or in- 
tention to exercise sovereignty, juris- 
diction, or control over Cuba, except 
for the pacification thereof,and assert_ 
ed its determination wbp.rj that was ac- 
complished to leave the government 
and control of the island to its people 
The pledge contained in this resolu- 
tion is of the highest honorable obli 
gation and must be sacredly kept. 


I believe that substantial progress 


has been made in this direction. All 
the administrative measures adopted 
in Cuba have aimed to fit it for a re- 
generated existence by enforcing the 
supremacy of law and justice; by plac- 
ing, wherever practicable, the machin- 
ery of administration ID the hands of 
the inhabitants; by instituting needed 
sanitary reforms by spreading educa- 
tion; by fostering industry and trade; 
by inculcating public morality, and, 
in short, by taking every rational step 
to aid the Cuban penple to attain to that 
plane of self-conscious respect and self 
reliant unity which fits an enlightened 
community for self-government within 
its nwn sphere, while enabling it t^ 
fulfi1 all outward obligations 


Tnis nation has assumed before the 


world a grave responsibility for the 
future good government of Cuba. WP 
have accepted a trust, the fulfilment, 
of which calls for the sternest integ- 
rity of purpose and the exercise of th*- 
highest wisdom. The new Cuba yet 
to arise from the ashes of the pas* 
must needs be bound to us by ties of 
singular intimacy and strength, if its 
enduring welfare is to be assured. 
Whether those ties shall be organic or 
conventional, the destinies of Cuba are 
in some rightful 
form and manner 


irrevocably linked with our own, 
how and how far is for the future to 
determine in the ripeness of events. 
Whatever be the outcome, we must see 
to it that free Cuba be a reality, not a 
name, a perfect entity, not a hasty

experiment, bearing within itself the 
elements of failure.

For the relief of the distressed in 


the island of Cuba, the war department 
has issued supplies to destitute per- 
sons through the officers of the armv, 
which have amounted to 5,493,000 
rations,'at a cost of 81,417,554 07. 


To promote the disarmament of the 


Cuban volunteer army and in the in 
terest of public peace and the welfare 
of the people, the sum of $75 was paid 
to each Cuban soldier borne upon the 
authenticated rolls, on condition that 
he should deposit his arms with the 
authorities designatpd by the United 
States 
The sum thus disbursed ag- 


gregated S'3,547,750, which was paid 
from the emergency fund provided by 
the act of January 5, 1399, for that 
purpose.

during the six months ending June 30, 
1899, 51,712.014.20 were expended for 
sanitation; §393.881 70 for charities and 
hospitals, and S5S 944 03 for aid to the

ROOT'S REPORT. 


The Secretary at War Givw » Brief History 


of the Occupation of Cuba. 


The annual report of Elihu Boot, 


secretary of war, treats three matters 
of especial importance—the Philippine 
war, the future government of the 
Philippines, Cuba and Porto Rico, and 
the establishment of a large standing 
army on a permanent basis. 


In that portion of the report devoted 


to the Philippine war no recommenda- 
tions are made, and there is no sugges- 
tion of plans for future movements. 
The secretary goes even further than 
the Philippine commissioners in plac- 
ing the responsibility for the war npon 
the insurgents, saying that "on the 
night of February 4, 1898, our forces 
were attacked by the Tagalogs, who 
attempted to capture the city." 


Mr. Root declares that the Sultan of 


Sulu has been informed that the ap- 
proval by congress of the treaty nego- 
tiated by General Bates would not 
carry with it the consent of the United 
States to slavery in the islands. 


According to the report, when the 


troops now on the way have reached 
the Philippines, the total force will be 
2,051 officers and 03,483 men. This en- 
tire force is either there or on the 


way. 


The secretary treats briefly the his- 


tory of the occupation of Cuba: The 
total inssuance of food to the destitute 
has been 5,493,000 rations, costing 
31,417,554; the amount paid to Cuban 
soldiers for their arms was 33,547,750; 
the deaths from yellow fever in Ha- 
vana, which were 991 for the Erst ten 
months of 1S97, have been reduced by 
American sanitation to 63 in the cor- 
responding period of 1399. 


The number of American troops in 


Cuba is 334 officers and 10,795 men. 


The secretary declares that the rev- 


enues of Cuba have been treated as a 
trust fund, forwhich the United States 
was accountable to the people of Cuba. 


In a review of the occupation of 


Porto Rico Mr. Root says that 5398,343 
were expended by this government for 
the relief of distress caused by the 
hurricane; that supplies must be con- 
tinued until a new crop can be raised, 
and that only about 10 per cent, of the 
population can read and write. 
There 


are on the island 87 army officers and 
2,855 men. 


The secretary gives army mortuary 


statistics previously published which 
date from the beginning of the war 
with Spain and emphasizes the fact 
that, while the annual death rate in 
New York is 19.38 a thousand, that of 
the soldiers in the Philippines has 
been only 17.20. 


Coming to the question of the civil 


rights and political status of the in- 
habitants of our new possessions, Sec- 
retary Root declares that they are 
subject to our complete sovereignty, 
controlled by no legal limitations ex- 
cept those which may be found in the 
treaty of cession, which declares that 
their rights and status are to be de- 
termined by congress. 


The secretary further asserts that 


the people of the islands have no legal 
right to recognition or government as 
states or territories. 


The United States, he asserts, is un- 


der a moral obligation to treat these 
people in accordance with the princi- 
ples underlying our constitution, giv- 
ing them the fundamental right to 
life, liberty, property and freedom of 
contract, but is not bound, for ex- 
ample, to give them free trade or 
uniform tariff duties with the United 
States. 


His recommendation for the govern- 


ment of Porto Rico is: 


1. A declaration by statute of gen- 


eral laws—banking, postal, customs, 
anti-trust, &c. 


3. Federal officers to execute those 


laws. 


3. A federal judiciary, similar to the 


circuit and district systems in the 
United States. 


4. Final appeal from this judiciary 


to the supreme court of the United 
States. 


5. An insular government, composed 


of a governor and cabinet, to be named 
by the president of the United States 
with the consent of the senate, and a 
legislative council in which the officials 
before named shall constitute the ma- 
ority, the minority to be people of

Secretary Hitchcock's Report Indicates a 


Slight Falling Off. 


ID his annual reportE. A. Hitchcock, 


secretary of the interior, Bays that 
there were '.191.519 pensioners at the 
endot theyear, & decrease of 3,195. The 
numbered claims adjudicated daring 
the yea'r was 196,973, and there was a 
decrease at 157,820 pending claims. 


The amount appropriated lor pen- 


sions was ?140,000,000; this, with the 
repayments, aggregated $140,006,514.56, 
wbicb was available for the payment 
of pensions for 1899. 


The amount disbursed for army and 


navy pensions in 1899 was 8138,355,052.- 
95, leaving an unexpended'balance of 
81,651,461 61, a decrease over the pre- 
vious year's expenditure of 86,298,826.- 
35 
The total expenditure of the pen- 


sion bureau was 8142,210,13518. The 
"annual value" of the pension roll was 
8131,017,961, an increase of 8649,496 
over the preceding year, ani greater 
than it had been at any time hereto- 
fore. 


The average annual value of all pen- 


sions for the year was 8138 74, as 
against $131.79 for the last year. 


Up to the close of the fiscal year 


there bad been Sled 17,560 army and 
navy claims on account of service in 
the war with Spain, and of these 303 
had been allowed. 


There were 23;550 patents granted 


in tue year and 16,670 expired. The 
receipts of the office were 81,209,554 88; 
expenditures, 81,148,663.48; surplus, 
860,891 40 


The secretary estimates that there 


will be required to take the census of 
1900 
over 50,000 enumerators, 2,500 


clerks and 2,000 special agents. The 
entire office force now numbers 182, 
most of whom are women employed as 
skilled laborers. 


The secretary reports considerable 


progress by the Indians toward civili- 
zation. 
Excluding 5,320 Indians in 


New York and 62,500 Indians embraced 
in the five civilized tribes, tbe Indians 
number 
approximately 
381,586 
as 


against 180.132 the previous year. 


The appropriations on account of the 


Indian service were 87,678,863 19.' The 
income of the various Indian tribes 
from all sources was 86,146,202 91. 


For Indian education the appropria- 


tion is 83,936,080. There were 25,302 
Indian pupils enrolled in the 296 
schools which they attend. The av- 
erage attendance was 20,523. There 
are 243 schools under the exclusive con- 
trol of the Indian department. 


The report of the commissioner of 


education shows the number of pupils 
in the elementary grades of the public 
schools was 14,589,036, and in tbe ele- 
mentary grades of private schools 1,- 
249,605. The number receiving second- 
ary instruction was 459,813. The num- 
ber receiving higher instruction in 
universities and colleges was 29,728 in 
public institutions and 71,330 in pri- 
vate institutions. 
The grand total 


was 16,687,643, an increase of 532,550. 


A little more than one-fifth of the 


entire population was enrolled in 
school.

How France's Boj Warriors Draw Lots. 
In France a little boy looks forward 


with longing to the time fl hen he shall 
serve iii the army. Military service is 
obligatory, aud each uiti/.en must do 
his service unless he btf a cripple. All 
men draw their lot for tbe nriny when 
they come of agi>. aud when their term 
of service is over tbey are still obliged 
to serve SO days out of every year until 
they reach ibo age of 40. This one 
yearly month of military drill keeps 
them in training for a possible war. 
There Is no favor shown, and each man 
enters the higher or tower branch of 
the service according to the number of 
the lot he draws. The low numbers, 
from one up, allot the conscripts to the 
marine corps and to the regiments 
liable to be sent to countries like Ton- 
kin. As tlie tlrage an sort, or "drawing 
the lot" approaches the excitement 
Is Intense throughout France. 


In Paris, at the Hotel de Ville, as 


they stand in line, many of the boys 
are almost in tears from anxiety and 
nervousness. 
In many cases friends 


accompany them and sit upon benches 
In tbe rear of the conscripts' benches 
waiting to bear tbe numbers called aa 
tbey are drawn from the bos. 


A low number means almost certain 


death to the delicate ones. It means 
Tonkin, torture, fever and savage ene- 
mies. 


The foreigner who by some occult in- 


fluence has been able to effect an en- 
trance into the Hotel de Ville at such 
a time finds it impossible to resist the 
emotion existant in tbe atmosphere, 
and he offers an Involuntary accom- 
paniment of tears to the subdued sob- 
bing of tbe conscript's friends when- 
ever a number below 40 is drawn. 


The mayor, girded with his red sash 


(If the mayor cannot be present the 
place Is held by one of bis adjutants), 
stands at the box. The conscripts step 
up proudly, their eyes suspiciously 
bright, their faces flushed with fever. 
One by one they plunge their bands 
deep In the box. Each one draws from 
It a paper, and the mayor or his deputy 
reads the number in a loud voice, 
•which echoes back from the ceiling, 
and then the boy man Is Immediately 
passed through a swing door into an- 
other room to make way for the next 
in line and also to avert the noise of 
exaltation, of compassion or of sorrow 
which would Inevitably burst forth were 
he allowed to go back to his friends. 


Three or four republican guards, 


with long borse tail plumes in their 
brass helmets, with polished, lancelike 
Instruments that look like spears In 
their bands, looking very much like the 
pope's bodyguard, stand In line to keep 
order. They turn neither to right nor 
left. They are as immovable and ap- 
parently as lifeless as statues, though 
doubtless they are necessary, for 
among the hundreds of men who draw 
tbe lot there are many who, after all 
their dreams of glory in which they 
figure as Chasseurs de Vincennes or as 
something equally petted and desir- 
able, draw a low number, arc relegated 
to the army dregs and fling the swing 
doors behind them, desperate, ready 
for anything. And, whether the num- 
bers be low or high, the audience room 
la full of excitement, and the audience 
la nervous and unstrung, as is natural

NEW YOKK, December 5 —Tempest 


tossed! Tempest tossed, for days Admi- 
ral Dewey occupied more of the public 
attention than any other man between 
Battery park and the Bronx. We all 
knew that Admiral Dewey was a brave 
man, a determined man, aye, a daring 
man, when the occasion demanded it, 
and of. that quiet, enduring, everlast- 
ing pluck that could look straight into 
the muzzle of one of Krupp's mighty 
guns, loaded with a hundred pound 
shell, and never blanch or shake.

William F. Miller, a young man not 
more than twenty-five. To all appear- 
ances he redeemed his promises named 
above. That avaricious tendency of 
great returns for little risk is with us 
all.

in a day. By its use a boy can easily 
raise and hang a hog that weighs 400 
pounds, and the frame will holfl six or 
more after being dressed, and six 400 
pound hogs are as many as any or- 
dinary family ought to kill and eat in 
one year in Ohio. 


Fig. 1 shows the side view of the 


frame. It is made altogether of oak, 
2 by 4 stuff, and the legs are bolted on 
so that they are easily taken off to 
store or carry about. 
They are set 


staggered, as shown at the end view, 
Fig. 2.- The large wheel, B. Is about 
two feet in diameter, and the spindle 
on the same axle, C, is four inches, so 
that one pound pulled down on the 
rope running over B pulls up six pounds 
on the rope winding on the small spin- 
dle, C. The crank, D, also multiplies 
the power about three times, so that 
one pound of force supplied to the 
crank lifts about 18 pounds theoretic- 
ally. Of course the friction cuts this 
down somewhat, but the heaviest part 
of the pig killing is the easiest when 
this machine is used. The large wheel, 
B, is easily made by sawing out two 
disks of hard plank and putting in 
pins around the circle, spacing the 
disks about four inches apart and put- 
ting the circle of pins about four inches 
from the circumference.

Economical Handling of Manure. 
Slanure for use in some recent wheat 


growing ezperiments of the Canadian 
farms was rotted for three months be- 
fore using and consisted of equal parts 
of cow and horse manure made into a 
pile in the usual way and turned over 
as often as necessary to bring about 
rapid decay. 
Dr. Saunders, the di- 


rector, says: The point I wish to make 
clear is that in using this 15 tons of 
manure to the acre the results in crops 
from the fresh manure have averaged 
quite as good as those from the same 
weight of rotted manure. In leaving 
green manure to rot it loses fully 40 
per cent of its weight if left for three 
months and 50 to 60 per cent of its 
weight when it is left for five or sis 
months. In our experience we find the 
use of green manure more economical 
than rotted. The plan we adopt for 
the -winter is to distribute the green 
manure as made in small piles over 
the ground, tbe object of putting It in 
small piles being to prevent heating. 
These small piles freeze up quickly 
and thaw out again in the spring, when 
the manure is in much the same con- 
dition as If it had been freshly put out. 
It Is then plowed under. Where this 
course Is practicable it is the most 
economical way to use barnyard ma-

Alfnlfu Te*t» In Utah. 


Taking all points of comparison Into 


consideration, both separately and col- 
lectively, Including everything that 
pertains to the largest yield and high- 
est feeding value, tests at the Utah 
station favor cutting alfalfa for cattle 
feeding when the first blooms appear. 


The average annual beef product 


from early cut alfalfa was 705.61 
pounds per acre.

•WINTERING APPLES. 


T. Greiner in The Farm and Fireside. 
This method seems to keep all the 
flavor and all the brittleness in tie ap- 
ple Intact and perhaps is the simplest 
and safest of all for ordinary uses. 
The apple is loss susceptible to injury 
from freezing than potatoes. It ranks 
about with mangels, beets, turnips and 
similar root crops in this respect. 


Every farmer may be supposed to 


know how to pit potatoes. Apples can 
be handled in the same manner, only 
that a little less covering may be need- 
ed. Where the subsoil is porous we 
may dig a pit a foot or more in depth. 
Otherwise we must select a well drain- 
ed spot and put the apples on top of 
the ground, resting on a good layer of 
clean straw. Pile up the apples in a 
conical heap, Inserting a wisp of straw 
into the center of each heap and let- 
ting it stick out at the top. This latter 
Is for ventilation. Gases and heat must 
have a chance to escape. Next put on 
a generous covering of straw or marsh 
bay. If it is a foot or more in thick- 
ness, it will do no harm. 


In place of the wisp of straw an up- 


right box. say six inches square and 
long onoiiirl] to reach from the ground 
to a few Inches above the top of the 
heap when done, as shown in Fig. 1, 
will supply the needed ventilation. The 
earth covering which comes over the 
straw all around need not be more 
than a few inches thick. The pit is 
thus to be left until freezing weather, 
when a further covering of straw and 
earth or a very heavy covering of 
coarse manure is to be placed upon the 
frozen earth of the first covering. Boots 
are pitted in the same manner. 


I am going to try still another plan 


this year. The apples are put iu bar- 
rels in the usual way and the barrels 
headed up. although it may not be nec- 
essary to press the fruit in as tightly 
as we do for long distance shipment. 
The barrels may be left out in a cool 
spot as long as there is little danger of 
severe freezing. 
After that they are 


bedded in the ground in a well drained 
and protected spot, as shown in Fig. 2, 
and covered with plenty of straw and a 
thin layer of earth. I have no doubt 
that the apples will come out all right 
In the spring. 


For my own table use during the fall 


and early winter I have again wrapped 
a lot of Gravenstein apples and Anjou 
pears in waxed paper, then In tissue 
paper or ordinary newspaper,

HIGHWAYS OF INDIA. 


Potent Factor* In DilTnilng Education— 
JScouomy of Good Roadg. 


Good roads which the English have 


constructed in India have perhaps done 
more to brvak down the almost Insu- 
perable barriers of caste and to ameli- 
orate the condition of the rnasses-than 
all agencies put together. 


It cannot, of course, be justly claim- 


ed tliiu good roads are original causes 
of civilization, for it requires public 
intelligence to appreciate their value, 
but they always promote the enlight- 
enment which builds them. They are 
potent factors in diffusing the educa- 
tion which primarily createQ them, 
says Professor Sylvester Waterhousi! 
of Washington university,— St -Louis. 


In the colonial days of this country 


it sometimes took four years to send a 
load of peltries from the trading post 
of St. Louis to England and receive in 
return a stock of merchandise. Letters 
from New York to the same point were 
not infrequently 
from 
four to six 


months on die way. 
If these excep- 


tional conditions, due to scanty popu- 
lation and to a lack of facilities for 
rapid transportation over vast reaches 
of ocean and wilderness, had contin- 
ued, the growth of American civiliza- 
tion would have been seriously retard- 
ed. But the authorities of this coun- 
try early recognized the Importance ot 
good roads. Public moneys were spent 
upon the construction' of turnpikes be- 
fore appropriations were made for the 
improvement of our harbors. The pol- 
icy of extending our highways and 
railroads has been actively encouraged 
by our government and vigorously car- 
ried out by the American people. 


Good roads are always and every- 


where educational. Enlightening com- 
merce, they broaden the range and in- 
crease the profits of Its exchanges; 
diffusing intelligence and the agent-let 
of spiritual culture, they bear to all 
lands the benefits of the highest civili- 
zation. 


The economic importance of good 


roads has been demonstrated by star- 
tling statistics. It has been shown that 
the traction force required to move 
2,000 pounds at a speed of three miles 
an hour over a level road of Iron, as- 
phalt, loose gravel and soft sand is, 
respectively, 8, 17, 320 and 448 pounds. 
From this statement it may be easily 
inferred bow costly bad roads are. Iron 
and asphalt are mentioned for the 
sake of comparison. They could not, 
of course, be used as the constructive 
materials of country roads. But the 
difference between good and bad roads 
Is so great that the team which can 
draw only one ton on the former will, 
according to the character of the Im- 
provement, haul from three to five 
tons on the latter. It is estimated that 
the aggregate cost of transportation 
over public roads of the United States 
is now about $1,000,000,000 a year. 
This sum is largely more than one- 
third of the productive values of the 
farms of the country. Careful calcu- 
lations indicate that fully one-half of 
this cost of haulage could be saved by 
the construction of good roads. 
In 


these computations the saving of $500,- 
000,000 a year is limited to the trans 
portation of farm products, but there 
would be a corresponding economy in 
the carriage to the. consumers of vasi 
quantities of merchandise and bard- 
ware. The losses which bad roads in- 
flict are felt by every industrial inter- 
est in the I tilted States. 


The improvement of our highways 


would be variously profitable. 
Now 


farmers lose many days in the year 
waiting for good weather and dry 
roads, but the support of the men and 
animals is as expensive when they are 
Idle as when they are engaged In 
lucrative work. With good roads the 
farmers need never lose any time. In 
wet weather, when they could not 
work on the land, they could carry 
their products to market. 
No rains 


would compel them to spend valuable 
time in idleness. 


It takes much longer time and re- 


quires a far greater tractive force to 
haul loads over bad roads than it 
would to draw heavy loads over good 
roads. 
The 
unnecessary strains to 


which bad roads subject teams, har- 
nesses and wagons are very wearing. 
Rough 
usage seriously Injures the 


farmer's equipment. 
Improved high- 


ways would prevent avoidable depre- 
ciation of property and increase the 
gains of producers. 


It is hardly worth while to build a 


few good highways. Systems of roads 
should be improved at the same time. 
A draft wagon, light enough to be used 
on .muddy roads, could not avail itseli 
of the full advantage of a rock road 
The wagons used on hard roads weigL 
from 2.300 to 3,000 pounds, and they 
carry loads of three or four tons. Such 
wagons could not be employed on soft 
roads. They would sink into the mud 
and require as much force to movr 
them as it would to haul their heaviest 
freight on a gravel road. Common and 
improved roads cannot be profitably 
combined. What is fit for the one is noi 
suited for the other. Therefore tin 
mntn and tributary highways of any 
district should all be constructed at

How TYornout and Discarded Metal IB 


Utilized. 


The other day 
I wandered into a 


large yard containing great heaps of 
scrap Iron and old metals of different 
kinds. 
Workmen were sorting out the 


masses o£ rusty, misshapen and tan- 
gled metals, each of which evidently 
bad ita particular value in the market 
I wondered what became of all the 
castaway metal and what peculiar 
transformations It underwent In seek- 
ing some information on the point 
from the proprietor of the place he 
said: 


•This business doesn't look as If It 


possessed any elements of interest, ed- 
ucational or romantic, and yet it has 
something of both of these. Now, 
there's an old horseshoe. 
It may 


shave a Mongolian in China, though 
what a Mongolian lias to shave I don't 
clearly see. Of course it will be con- 
verted first into a razor. 1 ship large 
quantities of these wornont horseshoes 
and wagon tires to the Celestial king- 
dom to be worked up into razors, 
knives and other useful domestic arti- 
cles. The Chinaman engaged In this 
particular industry gets 12 cents a day 
for his labor. 
These horseshoes and 


wagon tires are wrought iron and are 
preferred to other forms of this metal, 
because they are the most conveniently 
handled. 


"When you go across the bridge to 


the borough of Manhattan, you proba- 
bly notice some of the new 20 or 30 
story buildings going up there and the 
big iron columns and girders used in 
their construction. You probably think 
that those columns and girders are all 
new metal, but It is likely that they are 
not. 
They are scrap Iron, pure and 


simple, or may be mixed with some 
new ore in the melting and recasting 
of the scrap metal In the foundry or 
rolling mill where all the scrap goes. 
Your discarded kitchen stove may re- 
appear In one of the columns or gird- 
ers of a skyscraper. The owners of 
these lofty buildings may think they 
are getting new iron material and may 
pay for it. but they are probably not 
getting It. Perhaps there Isn't much 
difference In the durability of the re- 
cast metal and the new. 


"When you are rifling In a trolley car, 


you may reflect that the metal In the 
axles of the wheels and in the railroad 
tracks may have formerly served in 
stove grates. Such are some of the 
new forms and uses which scrap metal 
assumes. 


"We dealers alight upon some strange 


finds among the old metal which we 
gather. 
I have at home six solid 


bronze plaques, as one of this class of 
finds, which ! wouldn't take .$73 for. 
I've also got at home an iron and 
bronze aquarium, another of these pe- 
culiar discoveries, which I wouldn't 
part with for $50. 


"It Is curious to think how such valu- 


able articles get into such poor com- 
pany as scrap iron. Perhaps the orig- 
inal owners carelessly permit them to 
get mixed up with some old junk 
which they disposed of to the Junk- 
man who brings his collection of stock 
to us, or perhaps they deliberately 
throw 
them away 
through simple 


weariness of their possesion. 
Then, 


again, the articles may possibly be 
stolen and sokl to the junkman. 


"There are other Interesting finds we 


meet with iu our business. Not only 
the common but the finer metals, such 
as jewelry and silverware, fall into our 
hands. 
Possibly you've heard your 


wife remark one day that there was a 
silver spoon missing, and she might 
suspect that the servant has stolen It 
But the truth is tlie spoon has acci- 
dentally gone astray and passed un- 
noticed into the ash can or garbage 
tub and in the course of time, possibly, 
we pick It up out of the dumps. Many 
a spoon, knife and fork with Tiffany's 
or Benedict's stamp on it I have 
bought at Barren island after being 
taken out of these dumps. Other stray 
waifs in this class which I have gath- 
ered from the Barren island dumps 
are silver pocketknives and match- 
boxes, gold and silver thimbles and 
cuff buttons, gold rings and a ladies' 
gold purse which I sold for $20 as old 
gold.

will be held in the city of Buffalo, in 
the near vicinity ol the great Niagara 
cataract, and withiu a day's journey 
of which reside 40,000,000 of our peo- 
ple, will be confined entirely to the 
western hemisphere. Satisfactory as- 
surances have already been given by 
the 
diploma'ie 
representatives 
of 


Great Britain, Mexico, the Central and 
South American republics and most of 
the states of the United States that 
these countries and states will make 
an unique, interesting and instructive 
exhibit, peculiarly illustrative of their 
material progress during the century 
which is about to close. 


In response to the invitation of his 


trajesty, the emperor of Russia, dele- 
gates Jrurn twenty-six countries were 
assembled at The Hague on the ISth of 
May, as members of a conference m 
the interest of peace. The final act of 
the conference includes conventions 
upon the amelioration of the laws and 
customs of war upon land and the 
adaptation to maritime warfare of the 
principles of the Geneva convention of 
18G4, 
and the extension of judicial 


methods to international cases. The 
convention for the pacific settlement 
of international conflicts embodies the 
leading features of theAmerican plan, 
with such modifications as were ren- 
dered necessary by the great diversi- 
ty of views and interests represented 
by the delegat-s. The four titles of 
the convention provide for the main- 
tenance of general peace, the exercise 
of good offices and mediation, the for- 
mation of commissions of inquiry and 
international arbitration. 


Since my last annual message, and 


in obedience to the act of the congress 
of April 22 and 20,1S99, the remaining 
volunteer force enlisted for the Span- 
ish war, consisting of 34,834 regulars 
and 110,503 volunteers, with over 5,- 
000 volunteer officers, has been dis- 
charged from the military service. 


By the act of March 2, 1899, congress 


gave authority to increase the regular 


my to a maximum not exceeding G5,- 


u_0 of the enlisted, and to enlist a force 
of 35,000 volunteers, to be recruited 
from the country at large. By virtue 
of this authority the regular army has 
been increased to the number of 61,999 
enlisted men and 3.34S officers and new 
volunteer 
regiments 
have been or- 


ganized aggregating 33,050 enlisted 
men and 1,524 officers. 


The force now in Manila consists of 


905 officers and 30,573 regulars, and 
504 officers and 15,3SS of the volunteers, 
making a total of 1,499 officers and 
45,960 men.

3,051 officers and 63,433 men. 


In Cuba we now have 334 officers and 


15,796 enlisted men; in Porto Rico

country and the integrity and ability 
with which they have performed unus- 
ual and difficult duties in island pos- 
sessions. 


The navy has maintained the spirit 


and high efficiency which have always 
characterized that service and has lost 
none of the gallantry in heroic action 
which has signalized its brilliant and 
glorious past. The nation has equal 
pride it its early and later achieve- 
ments. 


On the 30th of June, 1S99, the pen- 


sion roll of the United States number- 
ed 991,619. 
The amount distributed 


for army and navy pensions during the 
year was 8138,355,083.45, which was 
£1,651,481.61 less than the sum of the 
appropriations. 


In accordance with the act of con- 


gress approved March 3, 1S99, the pre- 
liminary work in connection with the 
twelfth census is now fully under way. 
The officers required for the proper ad- 
ministration of the duties 
imposed 


have been selected. 


Some embarrassment in administra- 


tion has occurred by reason of the pe- 
culiar 
status which the Hawaiian 


islands at present occupy under the 
joint resolution of annexation approv- 
ud July 7, 1S9S. By the resolution of 
annexation the president was directed 
to appoint five commissioners to recom- 
mend to congress such legislation con- 
cerning the islands as they would deem 
necessary or proper. These commission- 
ers were duly appointed and,after care- 
ful investigation and study of the sys- 
tem of laws and government prevailing 
in the islands and of the conditions ex- 
isting there, they prepared a bill to 
provide a government, under the title 
of "the territory of Hawaii.'' The re- 
port of the commission, with the bill 
that they prepared, was transmitted 
by me to congress ou December S, 1S9S, 
but the bill awaits final action. 


A necessity for immediate legislative 


relief exists in the territory of Alaska. 
Substantially the only law providing a 
civil government for this territory is 
the act of May 17, 1SS4. This is meager 
in its provisions, and is fitted only for 
'the administration of affairs in a coun- 
try 
sparsely inhabited by 
civilized 


people and unimportant in trade pro- 
duction, as was Alaska at the time this 
act was passed, 
I recommend that legislation to the 


same end be had with reference to the 
government of Porto Rico. The time 
is ripe for the adoption of a temporary 
form of government for this island, 
and many suggestions 
made with 


reference to Alaska are applicable to 
Porto R:co also. 


As a result of the hurricane which 


swept over Porto Rico on the Sth of 
August, 1399, over 100,000 people were 
reduced to absolute destitution, with- 
out homes and deprived of the neces- 
saries of life. To the appeal of the 
war department 
the people of the 


United States made prompt and gen- 
erous response. 
In addition to the 


private charity of our people the war 
department has 
expended for the 


relief of 
the distressed 5392,342.69, 


which does not include the cost of 
transportation.

gress providing for an

national celebration in the year 1900,
